OF PRiNCE EITEL 


'"Joyon, ranee, June 5.—Corresppn- 
d»uce of the Associated Press.—The 
only building remaining intact in the 
region of Chauny after the retreat of 
the Germans was a wooden pavilion.

proposals. He asserted that Finland 
and the Ukraine could easily be de- 
tached from 
Russia.

many ol Lithunla and Coudland aud
